Those who are interested In the busi- 
ness haye heretofore represonted it as 
one of the vast industries of the state. 
We are told st every session of "the leg- 
islature, what millions of wealth the 
bottom of the Chesapeake ths in -store 
for the citizens of the state. Let this 
source of wealth is actually becoming 
an jacubus upon the state. It costs 
more to guard the beds than those who 
work them are willing to pay for their 
privileges, and the navy must now be 
laid up till the full. 

The Apveerrmes maintains, as it bas 
always done, that the oyster beds are 
the property of the state, and if they 
hare any value, should be worked bythe 
citisens of the dale and that the citizens 
engeged therein should psy for their 
protection. Every citizen engaged in 
the business, whether dredger, as cap- 
tain, mate or crank-winder, or as tonger 
sbonld be s citizen of the state. Why 
should the state allow the beats and 
bums ofearth, to share in the profits of 
this property if it is 2 valuable franchise. 
The Apvanrisen's position is that only 
cit zens of the stafe should be permitted 
to engage in the business. They should 
psy for their protection snd.ehonid not 
be placed in competition with the clas 
of men that have heretofore engaged in 
the business. The dredgersshould also 
be protected against imposition practised 
upon them by captains of dredge boats 
by taking them from home and landing 
bese an the bay shores or desolate 
marshe mp the country as beg- 
gars upon the community. 

When we probibit non-residents, and

will have gone far towards solving the 
problem, 

. The Income Tex. 

The supreme ‘court of the United 
States bas rendered a decision on the 
Constitutionality of the. Income Tax. 

“Only eight of the nine members sat on 
the case, Justice Jackson being absent 
by illness. 

The decision hks seriously impaired 

. the operation of the law by declaring in- 
constitutional that portion which taxes 
incomes from bonds, federal state and 
mopnical, and all incomes from real es- 
tate. 

The court was evenly decided on the 
Question of sustaining the constitatiun- 
ality ofthe law as a whole. The New 

Tork Herald ofthe ninth gave the fol- 
lowing yery succinct synopsis:

OFFICES LEFT VACAXT. 

One of the last official acts of Governor 
Maryi) was to appoint James D. Spicer, a 
young man of this torn,ia whom he 
had taken à great interest, State Libras- 
ian. Mr. Spicer expected to take charge 
of tbe office to-day, but Governor Marvil, 
when Secretary of State Smithers 
brought the comwission for bis signiture, 
on Saturday, was unable to sign it. More 
than a dozen offices are left Vacant in 
this Way. 

A SELF MADE MAM. 

Joshua Hopkins Marvil, late Governor 
of Delaware, was born in Little Creek 
hundred, Sussex county, Delaware, Sep- 
tember 3d, 1825. The Marvil family has 
been in Delaware for more than: 100 
years, being originally, of English de- 
scent on fhe paternal, and of French de- 
scent on the maternal side. They were 
engaged in as ge at and marine puf- 
suite. 

Joseph Marvill, the father of the dead 
Governor, was a farmer of limited means, 
bot honest and industrious, and inéulcat- 
ed the habits of industry upon his chil- 
dren, in which be was always assisted 
by his wife, Sallie Ann nee Hopkins, to 
whom he was married in 1815. At the 
time of bls death, which ocenred by 
drowning in 1834, in the 46th year ‘of 
his age, he leit a widow with six chil- 
dren, none of whom were grown, and it 
required all ber energy with that of her 
older children to maintain the family. 

On this account the educational 
advantages of the family were meagre: 
and Joshua, being the fourth child, was 
almost cut off by reason of family cares. 
As he grew old enongh to attendschool, 
which was about three miles distant 
from the farm on which his mother re- 
sided, he found the farm work 80 
pressing that he could only get a day 
here and aday there to go to school, 
and, surrounded by such embarrassment 
had the privilage of tuition for only 
about 30 days. He remained with his 
mother until he was 20 years of age, and 
then hiring a man to take his place on 
the farm, became a mariner for-a year, 
and afterwards engaged In ship-building, 
which he followed for seven years. 

Here be began to develop the mecha- 
nical genius that had possessed him from 
boy hood, and to study with commend- 
able and earnest persistence until he 
compelled the hidden doors of mechan- 
ism to open at hig command. So great 
was his proficiency that ina short time 
he rose from the position of an ap- 
prentice to thet of a master workman, 
and holding the affections of the firm 
that gave him employment, became 
their trusted and honored chief work- 
man. In his 28th year he established 
a sbop for tke manufacture of agricaltu- 
ral implements, which he carried on till 
1865. ere he was also successful, add- 
ing to it a general superintendence of 
euch mechanical work as was entrusted 
to him, besides merchandising until the 
year 1870, when be practically began the 
basket and crate business which bas 
since that lime occupied bis attentson. 

-By a small hand machine which was 
invented by him in 1870, he made 25,000 
berry baskets. Thus experimenting,the 
following year he sybstituted steam pow- 
vr for the smaller bad machine, and pro 
tected by letters patent, manufactured 
600,000 baskets and crates. The busi- 
ness grew rapidly aod in 1875 he put in 
a larger engine and heayier machinery, 
By use of these, with continued improve- 
ments, the demand so increased that 
before,long he was manufactoring annu- 
ally 2,000,000 fruit baskets of different 
kinds, and crates in proportion, -while 
letters of royalty had been issued by him 
to other houses in-different States, for 
the manufacture of goods ofa like char 
acter. K 

In 1849 he was married to Mies Sarah 
Ann Sisman of Somex county, by whom 
he bad three sons, two of whom are as- 
sociated with him in business life, and 
all are poisessėd of the same sterling 
principles that mark the life of their par- 
ents, 

Mr. Marri) was a man of unswerving 
integrity of deep convictions and ofa 
penetrafing mind. He was, to astran-

CROPS. 

Western Maryland.—Froet was quite 
general throughout this section on the 
ll and 12th, but no material damage rë- 
sulted. A heavy snow is reported from 
Garrett county. Farm work and garden- 
ing interrupted by wet weather. Oats 
sowing generally finished, except in Gar- 
reit county. Wheat and grass -continue 
to improve and look well. A large po- 
tato acreage in prospect. Fruit back - 
ward, but thouaht to be uninjured. A 
hailstorm occurred ip this rection on the 
13th, without resulting damage. 

Northern-Central Maryland.—The 
weather during the week just ended was 
not the most favorable for crops or farm 
work too cold and wet for rapid ad- 
vancement. Oats seeding finished, and 
plowing for corn advanced: Wheat im- 
proved during the, week, considering 
tho cool weather, and are now in a 
healthy condition. potato planting in 
progress. Peas coming up, Some hail 
fell on the 13th; no damage. 

Sonthern Maryland.—Preparstions for 
planting were slightly checked early in 
the week by heavy rainer but this was 
more than offset by the decidedly bene- 
ficial effecis upon growing crops. Wheat, 
rye,barley, and grass made good growth. 
Oats and grass sowing finished. Early 
peas up and other early vegetables plan- 
ted. Strawberry plants being set out in 
large numbers. Tobacco plants are up 
and healthy. Fruit prospects considered 
bright. Heavy frosts reported in some 
localities. 

Eastern Maryland and Delaware.— 
Since the heavy rain at the beginning of 
the week the weather conditions have | 
been generally fuvorable for farming | 
operations, which have been extensively | 
carried on in {his section. Preparations 
for corn planting in progress, and the | 
prospects are fur an average acreage; pos 
sibly above. Uwing tothe low price of | 
tomatoes, much tomato land will be used 
for corn. Grass and wheat looking well, 
and oats coming ap. Early vegetables be- 
ginning tosbow. Apricots in fall bloom. 
Peach trees blooming, and prospects very 
bright for a good rom 


Scarlet Clover. 


One riding through this county cannot 
but notice the improyement in the num- 
ber of acres our farmers have in grass of 
various kinds, especially scarlet clover. 
This is unquestionſbly a sigh of retarn- 
ing prosperity to our farmers. There 
never has been a time when the farmer 
could not make a living on rich land. 
The whole ptoblem with him is how to 
enrich his soil at light cost. This can 
best be done by the growing of green 
crops, scarlet clover being tbe most suc- 
cessfal for this purpose. Our farmers 
haye started with its use by trying a lit- 
tie ata time. It ia a mistake though to 
soppose it will grow in poor land. The 
land must be in fgirly good condition to 
produce it satisfactorily. One peculiari- 
ty about the crop is that a crop of it and 
corn can be produced every year on the 
same land. It is entitled to considera- 
tion from every farmer of the county.

Japan alone who las the capacity and 
the power to lift China out of the de- 
gradation in which she haa been kept 
by the ‘outer barbarians’ of Europe, and 
who can put her on the way to civiliza- 


tion and to future useſulness.“ In a- 


nother place in its editorial columns the 
Herald said: It will be Japan's duty to 


take care for awhile of her crippled-{- 


rei, hbor and to teach her how to guard 
lie ran the greed of the Euro- 
pean Powers.” 

Since the beginving of the war in the 
East, when the Herald first npheld the | 
canse of Japan as the bearer of Western 
civilization to the darkest Orient, we 
have seen no reason to change our policy, 
and to-day more than ever we believe 
that Japan's victories will be of inral- 
culable benefit to China’ herself and of 
vast advantage to the commerce of the 
United States and the civilized world as 
awhcle. Japan’s victories and the pres- 
ent peace give promise, if this offensive 
and defensive alliance be completed, 
that China's thraildom to European iniq - 
uity and arrogance will soon be ended, 
aud that Western civilization, as it bas 
been adopted and developed by Japan, 
will soon epread over China and make 
her great, self reliant and à power for 
good among nations. The Herald awaits 
the ratification of the treaty of peace 
with confidence and gratification.

Oregon Ess the Honor of Having the 
Bougtest Tract Keown to Man.

Stnree geologics! survey, who visited 
Oregon last summer, says that the wild- 
est region of tijo cntirs United States is 
an ares of 1,000 squaro miles lying in 
the mountains between Roseburg and 
Coquille in Dovgias aud Cocs counties.

The men- 
bers of the board,” he continued, “are 
subject to law. just as much as tongers or 
dredgers or anybody eise, and I cant see 
what right they bave to discharge the 
deputy commanders in charge of the 
sailing vessels when the oyster law clear- 
ly states that they shall be appointed 
on salary fora term of two years and are 
only to be removed for incompetency 
and neglect of daty. Moreover, another 
section of the law directs the board to 
keep all the sailing vessels and one 
steamer in commission during the closed 
eeason, from May 1 until October I. We 
want those boats continued each and év- 
ery ons of them. in the places where they 
were, and under the law. It seems to me 
that the action of the board would mase’ 
s. case for the courts. 

Governor Brown interrupted Colonel 
Legg at this point today that the board 
knew perfectly well that its action was 
of questivnable legal authority. We 
looked into all that before we issued the 
order,” he continued, but there are 
times when emergencies arise and the 
law has to be set aside by executiye au- 
thorities to do whatis for the good of 
the people.

How can they carry out 
their sworn duties if their boats are tied 
up at Annapolis or Cambridge by the 
board of public works?” 

Mr. John C. Bannon, of Anne Arua- 
del county, suggested that flat boats could 
be used instead of the police sloops if 
the board wanted to economize. “Ik 
legal Longing will goon all the summer.” 
said Mr. Bannon, “ifthe two steamers 
are the only police vessela used. Every- 
body knows that they can't run op into 
the smaller tributaries.” 

Dr. George. Wells, of AnneArnndel 
county, said: “ The deputy commruderg 
and their crews are perfectly willing to 
wait for this year’s salaries until the leg- 
is lature meets, No Legislature would

If any readers havo tvor made the a9 
quaintauce of asbestos ut all it, bas no 
doubt been in the sbape ot backing to a 
gas stove or a flrabrick Very few peo- 
ple outside the trade know what enor- 
mous quantities are utilized where ma- 
chinery is used. The business done in 
domestic asbestus is a mere bagatelle 
compared with that got throngh in 
packing for steam “boilers and engine 
pistons. 

Asbestos. iu its original state is a 
fibroos mineral indigenous to Canada 
and other places and is sent over here 
in lumps like pieces of raw slate on the 
tap and bottom, while the sides are cov- 
ered with a floffy substance—the fiber, 
wheu it is pulled from the balk You 
can pick each lump to pieces with your 
nails, althongh to look at it one would 
think that nothing lees tonu a heavy 
hammer would make any impression on 
it.

Sho Galled {ike s Witch sad Engeged In 
Moro Tendes ‘Than Ouse. n 

A young Swole came to this 
fo 1861 with some money and the u- 
tention of “Untiding a craft to ‘be-fitted 
up for passeugers to. the World's fir in 
London. Fer this purpose be located 
himeelf at Portsmouth, contracted with 
shipbuilders who bad shipyards at 
Eliot, Just opposite Portsmouth, for a 
ship of about 1, 000 tans, with expen- 
sive cabin urrangomients for passengers 
The mode) of tho ship was that of an 
extrem olipper. 

When nearly completed, the projeo- 
tor fell abort of money. Masts, spars aud 
sails bad all been contracted for and 
were iu a state of forwurduess The 
mechanics concluded to complete the 
ship and put ber in the hands of Gov- 
eruor Goodwin of Portsmouth for sale, 
each contractor.to take bis pro rata of 
his contract 

When completed, the ship, under 
mechanics’ lien, was transferred to the 
governor, brought to Boston, purohased 
by Sampson & Tappan, named the 
Nightingale and ander the command of 
a Captain Dumaresque sailed: for Aus- 
tralia with a cargo valued at $125,000." 
From thero sho proceeded to China, 
where abe took tho highest freight at 
the season, £5 per tou for London. To 
test ber merits Messrs. Sampson & Tap- 
pan published in thc Dondon Times a 
challenge to the British merchant fleet 
to race from the Downs to China’ and 
back for £10,000—a distance of nearly 

30, 000 mika. But no one could be found 
to aotept the challenge She was after 
ward sold to a Salem house, who sent 
her to Rio Janiero, where she was sold 
and sent to the coast of Africa os a 
slaver, was captured by a United States 
cruiser, the slaves liberated and the 
vessel gent home. -She was subsequent- 
ly used by the government during the 
rebellion, aud after the close of tho war 
was sold end pat into the California 
trade, The Nightingale mado thoshort- 
est known ran from tho equator to Mel- 
bourne—25 days. Her whole passage 
from Now York was 68 days —Procsed- 
ings of the Bostonian Society.
